CHANGES MADE IN CLUB neo.| 


ULATIONS UNDER LIQUOR 
ACT 


Changes in regulations governing 
licenses to clubs in the province 
under the Liquor Control Act were 
announced by R. J. Dinning, liquor 
commissioner, in a circular letter 
received by officials of the various 
licensed clubs on Thursday morning. 
The new regulations become effec- 
tive at once. 

The board has revised regulations 
covering the following points:— 

Restrict Visitors 

First, providing for restrictions 
regarding visitors consuming beer 
on club premises. 

Second, providing for a change in 
the hours during which beer may be 
sold or consumed on licensed club 
premises. 

The first changed regulation 
affects all clubs in the province. 
Under that ruling, members of clubs 
will not be able to sign for visitors 
who live within a 15-mile radius of 
a club location. In other words, 
visitors are classified as persons 
residing outside the defined area. 

Change of Hours 

The second regulation will not 
affect clubs in Calgary, Edmonton, 
Medicine Hat, and Lethbridge. It 
provides for a change in the hours 
during which beer may be sold or 
consumed from 9 a.m, to 11 p.m., as 
at present to 9 a.m. to 10 p.m. for 
clubs at all points except the four 
memtioned. In the four cities the 
hours will remain the same.

Deny Agreement 


Foreign Minister Rouplos today 
denied at Athens the report of the 
existence of an agreement between 
Italy and Greece against Turkey, 

Recently, London newspapers have 
printed rumors of an alleged design 
by Mussolini to enlist the support of 
Greece, for his imperial ambitions. 

These rumors alleged that Greece, 
through long credit contracts with 
Italy, would purchase rifles, tanks 
and other munitions which could be 
used against Turkey in Thrace, 
while Mussolini was taking action in 
Asia Minor. 

The Daily Express, summarizing 
the situation and referring to Italy's 
supposed eagerness for a footing in 


Anatolia says a secret treaty the 
allies signed in London in 1915 con- 
ditionally promised Italy “a just 


share of the region adjacent to Ad- 
alia, a seaport of Asia Minor in the 
district of Konieh, where she had al- 
ready acquired rights and interests,” 
This conditional promise, says the 
newspaper, has not been fulfilled, 
and the present tension is ascribed 
partly to this fact, 


Fear Secret Pact 


“Turkey also seems to suspect,” 
the newspaper continues, “that there 
is a secret pact behind the recent 
banking agreement between Greece 
and Italy by which it is said Greece 
is to receive a credit of £2,000,000 
for the purchase of arms and goods 
in Italy. Italian munition firms 
motor firms and industrial firms are 
working night and day to provide 
Greece with tanks and armored cars 


and artillery and other arms and 
munitions, which are now pouring 
into Greece, where the disastrous 
defeat by the Turks in 1922. still 


rankles., President Pangalos of 
Greece, is modelling into a Mussolini 

It is estimated that the men called 
to the Turkish colors yesterday 
added to those already summoned in 
connection with the Kurdish trouble 
and the Irak dispute with Great 
Britain will bring the Turkish army 
to about double its normal peace 
strength of about 120,000 officers 
and men.
